tho question >if contraband furnishes 
orK of the mnn orthodox developments 
of (ho present war. li wis to bo tx- 
petted that .1 siltution would arise 
which would call forth n communica- 
tion such as the U. addressed 
to Creat Britain protesting against ihe 
restrictions placed upon our com- 
merça with neutral Europe. U ".vas 
equally ceriain that (iron Britain 
would receive the communication In 
a spirit of amit) and as ,i matter of 
course.

Additional hardship was imposed by 
tin construction placed on cargo dos- 
I lipatioil The United States' right to 
I ship cupper to Italy was admitted, but 
the attitude of lîritish naval officers 
practically placed upon the shipper of 
this metal the obligation to guarantee 
that none of ;t should ultimately fall 
into German hands. The examples 
cited are sufficient to Illustrate the 
purpose oi this country's protest 
which has assumed pre-eminence as an 
international incident. 

Consideration of contraband involves 
two phases: first, the character of the 
merchandise; second, the destination of 
th emerchandise, Attempts to classify 
contraband have engaged the alien- 
linn of authorities on international 
law for mure than two centuries, The 
line of grouping set down by Groiius 
is generally followed to-day. It makes 
three classés: contraband — those 
articles which are of use chiefly or 
mil yin war; Don-contraband— those 
which are of no use in war; condition- 
al contraband— those which are useful 
both in war and in peace. 

There is no controversy over the 
general principle of the classification. 
] The trouble arises when Specific arti- 
cles are added to the. list of abpo- 
I lue contraband. No two treaties be 
I tween different nations agree exactly 
on the list of articles which shall be 
regarded contraband or Innocent 
Military necessities hove changed with 
the advance in industry. Cop- 
per products ware not given 
a thought in the Peace of Utrecht. 
'I la y are noxious articles to-dav as ii 
result of the United States' electrical 
development. Naval stores occupied a 
high place in the contraband list In 
the rlays of sailing vessels, With the 
divelnpnienl of the steamship they lost 
their illegal character. In the present 
war rosiu and turpentine are back in 
the contraband list not ;is naval stores 
but as ingredients for explosives. 

The essential nature of the problem 
tt) pear., to preclude the likelihood of 
tiny Definite unij final agreement oui 
tho contraband list. Conditions are 
clanging so much that restriction bv 
;>r'eclfic articles might be highly in- 
jurions to a belligérant. 

On the other hand, an undue exten- 
sion, of the contraband list mav result 
practically Jn a bloekide. ITecedont in 
ll.ternaUonal law ig strongly ngain.-t : 
sufch an advantage or a belligerent 
who holds cornmahd of the sea." The. 
tendency is toward the view that if one 
belligerent decides to shut off thé, 
enemy from commerce, an effective 
blockade must be maintained; a!

pi.riont than the privilege to make 
seizures in war. The policy of the 
Culled Smtee quite naturally has fav- 
ored, a limited contraband list as a 
buropean war woul-j be more than 
likely t„ fmd us neutral. In otb'-r 
words, they favor a tendency which 
affords the most protection 't- then- 
own commerce rathe, than one which 
will enable them tn block niOSI ef. 
fectiveiy the ability of a possible »ne-

Notwithstanding consedrafious of 
self-lntcresl under trying conditions 
maritime practice has. adhered closely 
to certain well-developed rules Some 
of these are more closely defined th in 
others, bin under no circumstances 
«m violations be so flagrant as t., 
pays wMihoiit protest and .ubjimatw 
penalty. 

Undouiitedlyti'ithe chief rc.iso,, for 
opposition lo the agitation In Con. 
gnr.--. favoring prohibition of contra- 
band shipments is based on the rear 
of laying an -embarrassing precedent. 
A nation too high-minded In ship war 
supplies to a belligerent country might 
be in no position Jo protest against 
similar action by neutral countries in 
case we should become involved lu a 
war. International custom is much 
better qualified to deal with such a 
situation than the législative bodies 
of Individual countries, no matter whe- 
ther such statutory prohibition is | n . 
spired by Utopian ideals or racial 
partisanship. Such legislation would 
would he broadly regarded as un- 
neutral. It iriiuld not. receive the aca- 
demic sanction of its beneficiaries no 
matter how cordially they might wel- 
come It. 

Although the o\-cr-zea!ous British 
naval officer may transcend the bounds 
It is safe to say that the record of 
Great Britain, so far as her official 
note» or prlfe-court decisions are con- 
cerned, .will be mark«d by unswerving 
adherance lo established practice Pre- 
cedent will be left without a, smudge 
to serve as reference when she may 
have, occasion to stand on her rights 
a* a neutral at some later date.

FRANCE 

) 1 he F rench air-men continue to do splendid work in observing 
trie movements of the enemy and it was chiefly through their efforls 
that the F rench troops held the ground taken from the Germans a- 
few days ago. Around Lombavtzyde artillery firing is going on. 

Nie h rench have succeeded in demolishing a blockhouse. In the 
Argonnc a fighl near Marie Thérèse resulted in a victory for the 
r rench. Between the Argonnc and the Mcusc slight advances have 
been made by the French. Near Pairpy, in Lorraine, the French 
patrols put some Gerrr.-m patrols lo flight. 

RUSSIA 

German War Office reports admit that the Russians have as- 
sumed the offensive in the regions of Ossowi»7. and Augustof. 
Along the Narew River the fight is extending, especially between 
Jebvabno and Bobzanof. In the Przasnysz region the fighting is 
becoming severe.. In the left bdnk of the Vistula weak attacks of 
the enemy were easily repulsed. 

AUSTRIA- HUNGARY . 

In the Carpathians desperate, fighting has occurred east of Lup- 
kow. The Auslro-German atlucks south of Koziomoka were re- 
pulsed, and near the Dukla Pass an Australian position was captur- 
ed after severe fighting. Several Russvin columns are reported to 
have advanced into Marmaros country in Hungary, and have cap- 
tured several convoys. Several German submarines have arrived at 
Pola, the chief Austrian navy] scation. and will b eiised in the Ad- 
riatic and the Mediterranean. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

Sir Edward Grey, made an important announcement in the 
House yesterday when he stated that Great Britain was entirely in 
accord with Russia's desire for access to the sea. Reports of casu- 
alties in the First Canadian Contingent seem to bear out the reports 
that they have been in action. Two more small boats have been 
sunk in the Channel The South African forces have occupied 
Garub in German Southwest Africa.
